CARROT-ALMOND CAKE 

Using the finest grater [but not 
a zester] grate the carrots-you 
need 1 14 cups. 

In a large bowl, whip together 
for 1 minute: 

6 egg yolks with 
3 Tbsp. Honey. 

Stir in the carrots, 

2 Tbsp. Dark rum 


Stir in 2% cups almond flour [ground almond] 

In a medium bowl: 

Whip the 6 egg whites until soft peaks form, then gradually add 
3/4 cup white sugar. Stir a third of the egg whites into the carrot 
mixture to loosen the batter. Gently fold in the remaining egg 
whites, taking care not to deflate the batter. 

Divide the batter between 2 parchment lined 8 inch pans and bake 
for 10 minutes at 375F. Lower heat to 350F and bake for another 
30 minutes or until the tester comes out clean. 

Let cool for 15 minutes before removing from pan. 

CREAM CHEESE FROSTING 

Beat together 'A cup butter and 'k cup cream cheese until smooth. 
Slowly add 2 cups icing sugar, beating until smooth. 

Add 1 tsp. vanilla and spread over the 2 layers, leaving the sides 
uniced. 

NOTE: I sprinkled chocolate vermicelli over the top. You could use 
nuts, icing carrots or grated orange. 

Store in fridge.

Weight loss alternates with 
weight gain, as individuals 
embrace faddy diets, instead of a 
sustainable, healthy lifestyle. 

happening in Ontario’s Health 
Care system. The Ontario Ministry 
of Health and Long Term Care 
announces programs aimed at 
reducing wait times in Emergency 
Rooms or wait times for key 
surgeries, or improving the level of 
care in hospital and at home - but 
alternates such announcements 
with funding cuts or freezes, 
impacting resident and patient 

The latest in the up-and-down 
cycle of health care funding has 
resulted in cuts to nursing staff and 
closure of hospital beds in some 
regions. 

The Ontario Council of Hospital 
Unions pointed out that in 2015-16, 
Ontario will be spending $1,395.73 
per capita on hospital funding - 
25% less than the national average 
of $1,749. Ontario hospital patients 
receive 6.1 hours less nursing care 


than patients in the rest of Canada. 
And understaffing in hospitals 
and long-term care centres creates 
issues not only for staff, but for 
patients and residents, lowering 
quality of care at the very time that 
the population is aging, and the 
need is growing. 

We understand that the burden 
of health care costs is enormous, 
but the solution isn’t “yo-yo” 
funding. There needs to be a 
"healthy lifestyle" approach - a 
rationalization of the current 
models of health care delivery, 
and funding that keeps pace. If the 
Province wants to see more health 
services delivered at home and 
in the community, it will have to 
work with health care providers to 
develop models that work - and 
finally address the lumbering 
Community Care Access Centres. 

Established in 1995 to provide 
a one-stop approach to access to 
health care, CCACs were slammed 
by Ontario’s Auditor General 
Bonnie Lysyk last year, for failing 
to meet the needs of residents, and 
for swallowing nearly $1 Billion in 
health care funding (39% of their 
budgets) for administration costs.

Obstruct Police

Police Briefs... Remove the plates 

South Simcoe Police are reminding the 
public to remove licence plates when selling 
a car. Recently, two residents reported 
receiving toll highway bills for licence plates 
they no longer have. 

In Ontario, a vehicle ownership consists 
of two halves - the vehicle portion, and 
the plate portion. When you sell a car, you 
sign and hand over the vehicle portion of 
the ownership to the new owner. The plate 
portion, and the plates, are still yours and 
remain in your name. Never trust another 
person with your responsibilities. Plates can 
easily be placed on other vehicles, where toll 
highway cameras will pick them up - and 
send you the bill. Parking tickets can also be 
issued, which may affect your ability to renew 
all your vehicle plates, not just the ones in 
question. Be sure to remove the plates when 
you sell a car. A few minutes of work at one 
end will save hours of phone calls, clearing up 
unpaid bills and parking tickets. 

Home alone 

York Region - At 5:40 p.m. on Feb. 23, 
York Regional Police attended a collision 
at the intersection of Yonge St. and 
Kingston Rd. in Newmarket. As officers 
spoke to one of the drivers involved, 
they detected an odor of alcohol on 
the woman’s breath.
